Mary Harris Will not 
Be Avenged. 

The Grand Jury not Disposed 
to Probe Deeply. 


Public Opinion in Sonoma 
not Satisfied.

Fountain Grove Has Fallen Away 
from the Ideal of Thomas Lake 
Harris—Kenai Nagasawa u 
Careful Manager. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

SANTA ROSA, Feb. 14.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The grand jury, which has 
been investigating the death of Mary 
Harris, will make its report tomorrow. 
It is said by the members of the jury 
that they were unable to secure evi- 
dence which would warrant an indict- 
ment. For that reason they may not 
even discuss the matter in their report. 


We investigated the matter as thor- | 


oughly and candidly as we were able 
to,“ said B. M. Spencer, foreman of the 
grand jury. I think it’s the opinion of 
every member of the jury that there 
was no evidence warranting an indict- 
ment. There seems no doubt that Mary 
Harris committed suicide, and we heard 
nothing which would fix the culpabil- 
ity on a member of the community. 
|My own opinion is that her surround- 
ings were made unnecessarily unsym- 
pathetic for the child; that there was 
too much strictness with her. But even 
this is merely opinion.” : 
Assistant District Attorney Butts 
feels that he had but done his duty in 
calling the attention of the jury to the 
matter, which was locked on with sus- 
picion by many. It is quite likely that 
if other important matters had not de- 
manded the attention ot the jury more 
witnesses would have been called in. 
The opinion in this county is divided 
regarding the Fountain Grove commu- 
nity. Undoubtedly Harris was a man 
of remarkable intellectual powers. 
Many of the best people in Santa Rosa 
who knew him well are his ardent ad- 
mirers. On the other hand, the doubt 
and mystery which has always existed 
proves persistent, and is intensified by 
what these critics regard as the draw- 
ing of a young girl to her death. 
Fountain Grove has not been kept 
up in the manner of its original foun- 
dation and design, Commercially it has 


not been allowed to run down. Tue exe: 
tensive vinexards are cent in a perfect 


condition of pruning and vultivation. 
The hillsides planted! with thousands 
of grapevines make a charming pic- 
ture of careful husbandry. The or- 
chards are kept up to a perfect condi- 
tion of fruitage. There is a mlid air of 
decay about the house. Some of the 
windows are curtainless. The furnish- 
‘ings are those of a decade ago. The 
library is full of good books, but is 
wanting in volumes of later years. The 
spirit that created this place has fled. 

Whatever strange views of mind and 
spirit Thomas Lake Harris may have 
had and impressed on the community, 
no one suspects Kenai Nagasawa, the 
present manager, of any touch of mys- 
ticism or ‘transcendentalism, He is 
looked on as a man of affairs strictly, 
more interested in processes for in- 
creasing the commercial value of the 
vintage than in the communion of the 
soul. The doctrines of Brotherhood of 
the New Life may be important, but 
so are the new processes uf grape cul- 
ture, and the latter have commercial 
value. Formerly Fountain Grove, with 
its thousand acres under cultivation, 
requiring the aid of many hands, was 
looked to as a place of «mployment for 


all the surplus heip of this region. 
But Nagawasa is changing this now. 


For some time it is said that he has 
been following a policy of displacing 
white labor by Japanese. Where for- 
merly forty or fifty white laborers were 
employed, it is now said that nearly 


all are Japs. Some attribute this pol-| 


icy to economy, and a reduction of 
expenses. Others think it due to a 
desire to more and more fully isolate 
the community from its surroundings. 
While the employés were all: white, 
many of them with families or family 
ties in the surrounding and adjoining 
communities, it was unavoidable that 
much that went on at Fountain Grove 
should become a matter of current 
neihborhood talk. A Japanese laborer 
in a community isolated from the 
neighborhood, and without common ties 
of interest, would cause no such trouble, 


ARMENIAN HORRORS: 
Letter 


Giving a Dreadful Picture of 
Unavenged Wrongs, 
4BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) Feb. 14.—Gi- 
ragos Tomauina is a young Armenian 
of this city, who has just received sad 
news from home. The young man has 
received a letter from his uncle, writ- 
ten December 21, 1895, in Ouzounaba, 
province of Dirabekir. Armenia, in 
which he says: 
wrote you the horrible happenings 
which are unequalled in the history of 
our village. They have burned our 
church and our home. and robbed us 
of everything. They have killed nearly 
every one. Those who are ieft have 
changed their religion, and have be- 
come Mohammedans. This is not all, 
Your brother’s wife and your little boy 
are killed. Your wife and mother have 
thrown themselves into the Euphrates 
to save themseves from Turkish out- 
rages. Your sister still lives, but J 
wish she might have been killed, for 
they have taken her and married ber 
to a Kurd. and have changed her to 
a Mohammedan. Your young brother 
also is left. He is wandering about, al- 
most insane through fear. 

“The massacre started November 28, 
1895, and continued for three days. ] 
myself ask the help of God, as I see 
nothing more to help me. I am wan- 
dering about hungry and exposed te 
the winter. I am poor and in heed of 


daily bread, but I Know you cannot 
help us. Aid would not reach me.“

PUSHED TO DEATH. 


A Ratlroad Usher Thrown in Frent 
ofa Train. 

(MY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J.) Feb. 
14. — Edward R. Masterson, usher at 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. station in 
this city, was deliberately pushed in 
front of a train last night and was 80 
shockingly injured that he died .an 
hour later.

Masterson was standing at the 
edge of the platform, about a foot 
from the rails, warning pasengers of 
the approach of the fast freight as 
the switch-engine was hastening past 
to get into the yard ahead of the 
freight, Dolan attempted to cross the 
tr Hagtily seizing him, Master- 
son, tried to force the man back. He 
became angry, and, jerking himself 
free, gave the usher a sudden push 
which sent him headlong to the

J. C. SHEEHAN INDORSED AS THE 
 "‘PAMMANY CHIEF. 


California Democrats Summoned to 
Meet Next Month—Chicago’s Com- 
mitee of Safety at Work on 
Municipal Reform—The Ken- 
tucky Struggle. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—The Executive 
Committee of the Tammany organiza- 
tion tonight endorged the appointment 
by the chairman of the committee of 
J. C. Sheehan as chairman of the 
Finance Committee, which carries with 
it the leadership of Tammany, 

A WICKED CITY. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—Chicago’s Com- 
mittee of Safety, which numbers 100 
members, has begun its war against 
the combination in the Council. It has 
decided to issue an appeal to the voters 
to forget party lines in local affairs. 
The committee regards the condition of 
the city as desperate, and believes the 
community is disgraced in the eyes of 
the nation by the personal and official 
conduct of its aldermen. 

It was a difficult task to get the one | 
hundred together so as to avoid any 
politieal combinations but it was finally 
accomplished, and last night the com- 
mittee held its first meeting. Lyman J. 
Gage, who called the meeting to order, 
told the reason for the public uprising. 
Chicago’s reputation, he said, is at 
stake. Its government has been in pos- 
session of unscrupulous men. Its Coun- 
cil chambers have been scenes of viola- 
tions of trust. Its tax systems are 
wrong, and the revenue insufficient. He 
believed the sentiment of the present 
is for better things, This new move 
ment, he concluded, seeks men. It does 
not want politicians who bring nationai 
issues into aldermanic elections. 

The platform which was then pre- 
sented, after reciting how the commit- 
tee had been called together to remedy 
the present deplorable government, 
concludes: ‘“‘We believe that the great 
mass of our citizens and voters desire 
honest, efficient and economical local 
government. We believe that, while 
in national and perhaps State politics, 
government through political parties is 
essential and wise, yet we believe that 
where either political party shall fail 
in presenting proper candidates for the 
local offices, the people themselves of 
such locality have the right to protect 
themselves by selecting proper officers 
to represent them in such local govern- 
ment. We believe that an earnest and 
honest effort to remedy the evils under 
which we are suffering, made by the 
good citizens of this community, will 
be as efficient today as it has been at 
every period of American history, to 
give this community the honest, fair 
just and economical administration of 
our local government which every cit- 
izen so much desires.” 


PLEASANT TASK FOR CARLISLE. 
“FRANKFORT (Ky.,) Feb. 14.—The 
Democratic members of the General 
Assembly supporting Mr. Blackburn 
have signed a petition requesting Sec- 
retary Carlisle to use his influence 
with Weissinger, Carroll, Speight, Vio- 
lett and Walker in an endeavor to get 
them to vote for Blackburn for Sena- 
tor on the ground that he is the Demo- 
cratic nominee. 

A special from Frankfort to the Post 
says: “The five gold-standard Demo- 
crats are unanimous in saying that the 
petition forwarded to Secretary Car- 
lisle by the friends of Senator Black- 
burn, asking him to use his influence to 
induce them to vote for Blackburn will 
not have the slightest effect on them. 
No one believes the Secretary will pay 
any attention to the petition.”

Action of the House 
Settles Silver. 


The Free-Coinage Substitute is 
Eternally Squelched, 


Only Ninety Men Found to 
Vote for It. 


Mr.Crisp Makes an Impassioned Plea 
for the White Metal and Mr. 
Turner Turns to for the Yel- 
low—Galleries Packed. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.~—The 
jority against silver in the House 
today, when the final vote was 
taken on concurrence in the Sen- 
ate free-coinage amendment was 
larger than that of yesterday in 
committee of the whole. Yesterday 
the motion to concur was defeated by 
190 to 80, a majority of 110; today it 
was beaten by 215 to 90, a majority of 
125. The vote today was a record- 
making vote, and, counting the pairs, 
but thirty-seven out of 356 members 
were unaccounted for. Perhaps a few 
absentees dodged, but most of them 
were unavoidably absent and were un- 
able to secure pairs. 

The silver men, who yesterday pre- 
dicted a much greater showing of 
strength today, were again disappoint- 
ed. The “sound-money” leaders had 
been disposed to concede the silver 
forces 100 votes. An analysis of the 
vote today shows that 184 Republicans 
and thirty-one Democrats voted against 
concurrence, and 58 Democrats, 25 Re- 
publicans and 7 Populists for concur- 
rence. 

The debate, which preceded the vote, 
was of an interesting character, but de- 
void of any sensational features. The 
galleries, as usual on a field day in the 
lower branch of Congress, were crowded 
to the dooors, and quite a number of 
Senators sat through the five-hour de- 
bate, Secretary Herbert was also pres- 
ent. 

Ex-Speaker Crisp presented an argu- 
ment for the silver men, and was re- 
plied to by Mr. Turner, a Democratic 
colleague from Gecrgia, in a two-hour 
speech, The personal rivalry between 
the two leaders of the opposing fac-

bond bill. Mr. Dingley, chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee, in- 
sisted on the regular order as soon as 
the journal had been read.

Mr. Crisp opened his argument proper 
with the familiar words: “In 1873 Con- 
gress demonetized silver.” Vrices, he 
said, were fixed by the amount of pri- 
mary money in the world. If the stan- 
dard in England was gold, in France 
silver and in China silver, the meas- 
ure of values would be the combined 
amount of both gold and siiver circu- 
lating as money. He read from a state- 
ment by Senator Sherman, made in 
1876, that the demonetization of silver 
had caused a reduction nf its price, 
and created a mad scramble for gold 
on the part of England, France and 
Germany, which appreeiated its price 
and induced a fall in prices thrcugh- 
out the world. 

That fall in prices, Mr. Crisp as- 
serted, was largely due to the demone- 
tlzing of silver. He read [rom Balfour's 
speech of February 11, in the English 
Parliament, attributing the decline of 
agriculture in the old countries to the 
appreciation of gold and the artificial 
advantage it gave to silver eour tries. 
Balfour also declared the costicles to 
reform came, not from abroad, but 
were put forward at home. Mr. Crisp 
affirmed the existence of a defined pur- 
pose by those in authority, both here 
and abroad, to depress the price of. 
N in order to prevent remonetiza- 

on, 

He cited the manner in which the 
Bland-Allison act of 1878 was executed, 
the coinage of the minimum amount 
under the act and the refusal of the 
treasury after a few months to coin 
silver under the act of 1890. ile cited 
Secretary Carlisle's refusal to give sil- 
ver for gold in 1893, because silver was 
needed for the redemption of treasury 
notes, and his course a few months af- 
terward in redeeming those notes in 


gold. 
“What kind of juggling is that?” he 
asked 


“What sort of friendly treatment of 
silver is that?“ (Applause.) 

He then directed his attention to 
the manner in which the parity be- 
tween the metals had been maintained, 
Every obligation of the government, 
bonds, greenbacks and treasury notes, 
was payable in coin. If that was not 
true, and they all were gold obliza- 
tions, why did not those who believed 
that have the courage to say so, and. 
save the tax-ridden people millions of 
interest? In February. 1895, Congress 
could have saved the people $16,000,600 
interest by authorizing gold bonds. 

“Congress refused.“ said Mr Crisp. 


“We paid 116,000 000 for the privilege 


of paying in silver, and now you at- 
tempt to deny our right to do so.” 
(Applause.) 

“Mr. Speaker.“ said Mr. Crisp, con- 
tinuing. “a few days ago our condi- 
tion was pitiable. The greatest nation 
in intelligence and trade. we had 
just applauded to the echo the Presi- 
dent's message warning European pow- 


ers that they would not be permitted 
to secure lodgement on the American 
continent. The reverberations of that 
applause had hardly ceased before the 
administration, with shaking knees. 
was historically calling on Congress for 
he.p. It was feared that Great Britain 
would take our gold. We were abso- 
lutely helpless in the face of the en- 
emy. 
perpetrated.” 

Criticising the Bond BUl, fhe de- 
clared that its purpose was to impound 
the greenbacks and to do indirectly 
what the majority dare not » Ak 
rectiy. It was a plan to retire all the 
greenbacks by holding them in the 
treasury at the cost of cutstanding in- 
terest-bearing bonds, a plan which Mr. 
Carlisie had character'zed as the “most 
remarkable experiment suggested in 
modern times. 

Coming down to the practical qttes- 
tion wh ther the United States mde- 
pendently could maintain with fres 
coinage the par'ty between gold and sil- 
ver, he said that there was no dlffer- 
ence of opinion that it could be aeccom- 
plished by an international acreement. 
As an historical fact, France had 
maintained the parity for seventy 
years. If four or five countries could 
maintain a parity it was conceded that 
law could effect the result. How pow- 
erful must a State be then to effect 
that result? 

He quoted from Jackson and Jeffer- 
son and conteImptuously said it had 
remained for modern economists to as- 
sert that to create demand and value 
by law was a physical and metaphys- 
ical absurdity.” He also quoted Sen- 
ator Sherman and Mr. Carlisle, while 
he was in the House, to the effect that 
united action of several countries could 
sustain silver. As to the ability of the 
United States to do so alone, the ex- 
ample of France, a country infinitely 
inferior in wealth and trade to us, 
must be borne in mind. Our com- 
merce, internal and external, exceeded 
that of England, Germany and France 
combined, and our resources were as 
yet undeveloped., Our population ex- 
ceeds either of these three countries. If 
our mints were opened to the free coin- 
age of silver, the commercial value of 
the metal would be equal to its legal 
value in this country, for any one hav- 
ing 412% grains of silver could bring it 
here and get a standard silver dollar’s 
worth of commodities. In this connec- 
tion he went somewhat extensively into 
figures to show that there had been no 
of silver. 

n conclusion, Mr. Crisp declared tha 
if the United States would but pata 
its political and financial independence, 
prosperity would return and continue 
the perpetual heritage of our people.

He was applauded when he sat down. 
Mr. Turner of Georgia was then, at 
the request of Mr. Dingiey, recognized 
for an hour. Mr. Turner, in opening, 
said he did not pretend to be actuated 
by greater courage than others, nor did 
he assume wisdom beyond that of his 
day and generation. He should state 
opinions that had been slowly and care- 
fully formed, and he should submit 
them with the greatest respect for 
those who differed with them. He ex- 
pounded exhaustively, with copious il- 
lustrations from our history, Gresham's 
law, that whenever an attempt was 
made to circulate concurrently two 
metals of different values, the cheaper 
metal would always drive the dearer 
out of circulation. He then addressed 
himself to the question whether the 
United states independently could re- 
store tue parity of gold and silver. He 
would, he said, use every test known 
to a human tribunal. He would sum- 
mon Mexico and China, where silver 
was coined and was worth its commer- 
cial value. He would summon Japan, 
the East, just 
feeling her strength and just about to 
abandon the exploded theories of silver 
monometallism. On the other hand, as 
witnesses against this theory, he would 
summon the enlightened and cultiva- 
ted countries of the world, England 
Germany, Russia, Austria and France. 
deg had all closed their mints to sil- 

Proceeding, he took up the B - 
Allison and Sherman ailver laws. ase 
which $400,000,000 of silver had been 
coined. Yet those laws had not im- 
parted value to silver, for its value had 
gone down and down until ladia, the 
great reservoir of the white metal had 
in 1893, driven the final nail in the co?. 
fin of silver by closing her mints. There 
were $4,000,000,000 of silver in the 
world, according to the report cf the 
director of the mint. Over $2,700,000,000 
had been coined by the ‘countries of 
the world. If a liberal use of silver or 
legal enactment should sustain value. 
why had the commercial price in view 
of these facts gone down steadily? 

Mr. Turner was enumerating some 
of the great names abroad that stood 
for the gold standard, when Mr. Terry 
of Arkansas interrupted him. 

“The German Reichstag has declared 
for bimetallism,” he said, “and the 
common people of England favored bi- 
metallism. Of course the Rothschilds 
are for the gold standard. They hold 
a mortgage on everything in Europe. 


as they hold a receivership of the 


United States treasury.” (Applause) 
“Mr. Beifour, the most conspicuous 
bimetallist in England,” replied Mr. 
Turner, “has declared that Great 
Britain alone could not enter on bi- 
metallism, and the gentleman should 
have been candid enough to state that 
the German Reichstag declared for bi- 
metallism, with the aid of other com- 
mercial nations. Thus one by one 
their arguments evaporate.” 
Proceeding, he announced it as his 
opinion that a debtor nation should 
pay its debts in the best money of the 
world, in order to maintain a high 
standard of credit.. Moreover, not an 
individual would profit by paying bis 
debts in a depreciated currency. In 
the ethics of nations we could not af- 
ford to take advantage of a technical 
error and pay our creditors in a cheap 
money. 
for two, we would rather pay two for 


one; but this was t required. Like 
honest men, we m only pay dollar 
for dollar. (Applause.) 


“In the present distressing situation 
of the treasury, while the Secretary 
of the Treasury was being criticised, 
maligned and denounced for exercising 
an option which the law allowed, why 
did not some one propose relief? Why 
was the Secretary forced by 4 manda- 
tory provision to pay treasury notes

He devoted some time to replying to 
the argument of the silver men that 
the fall of prices since 1873 had been 
coincident with the fall of silver, which 
latter fall was due to the demvenetiza- 
tion in 1873. The fall of prices was due 
to invention, competition, the reduc- 
tion in the cost of transportation, etc, 
Methods Mad been revolutionized since 
1873. What the country wanted was 
not free silver, but more revenue 
through the customhouses, more blaz- 
ing furnates, more factories and milis, 
more and cheaper transportation; 
wider fields for labor and an enlarged 
home market, more consumption to 
#timulate production, increased wages 
to decrease the hours of labor. These 
Are the things we want and will have.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Dalzell's re- 
marks, Mr. Dingley demanded the pre- 
Vious question, which was ordered. 
whereupon the vote was taken on Mr.

ANTI-TRADE CONSPIRACIES. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Atty.-Gen. 
Harmon has sent to the House a reply 
to the resolution of January 16, request- 
ing him to report what steps he has 
taken to enforce the law against trusts, 
combinations and conspiracies in re- 
straint of trade. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral, in his statement, says: | 
“The Sherman anti-trust law as con- 
strued by the Supreme Court,“ says 
the Attorney-General, “does not apply 
to the most, complete monopolies ac- 
quired by unlawful combinations or 
concerns which are naturally competi- 
tors, that they in fact control the mar- 
ket of the entire country if eee pe ed in 
interstate commerce, be merely one of 
the incidents of their real business and 
not its direct and immediate object. 
The virtual effect of this is to exclude 
from the operation of the law manu- 
facturers and producers of every class, 
and probably. importers also, 

“As a matter of fact, no attempt to 
secure monopoly or restrain trade or 
commerce could possibly succeed with- 
out extending itself largely, if not en- 
tirely, over the country, so that while 
engaging in interstate commerce may 
not be the direct or immediate object, 
it is a necessary step in all such un- 
dertakings. While Congress has no 
authority in the matter except what is 
derived from its power to prevent and 
punish such commercial combination 
and conspiracies, Congress may make 
it unlawful to ship from one State to 
another in carrying out or attempting 
to carry out the designs of such organi- 
zation articles produced, owned or con- 
trolled by them, or any of their mem- 
bers or agents.“ 

The result has been great doubt and 
uncertainty and the failure of the law 
to accomplish its purpose. If it is pro- 
posed to persist in that purpose, the 
Attorney-General suggests an amend- 
ment which shall leave no doubt about 
what is meant by monopolies, by at- 
tempting to monopolize and by con- 
tracts, combinations and conspiracies 
in restraint of trade and commerce. 
The Attorney-General thinks the law 
should contain a provision like that of 
the interstate commerce law, to pre- 
vent the refusal of witnesses to answer 
on the ground of self incrimination, 
suggests the propriety of making. the 
penalties of the law applicable only to 
general officers, managers and agents, 
and not to subordinates, and says the

apply to the Central Pacific, and the 
question before the committee, as he 
comprehended it, was whether the Cen- 
tral Pacific should be a hridge over 
which the business concentrating at 
Ogden on all the roads should te trans- 
ported, or whether it should serve that 
purpose for only one of these roads, 
the Union Pacific. 

In concluding his prepared statement, 
Huntington said that while this gov-. 
ernment obligation was not a personal! 
debt of his, he felt xs great interest 
as if it were such, and he was anxious 
that an advantageous arrangement 
should be made for all parties. He sug- 
gested that the debt should be re- 
funded at the rate of 13% per cent., 
and provision made for the payment 
of a fixed sum, say every six months, 
until the debt should be wiped out.

BORCHGREVINK IS SKEPTICAL OF 
HIS FRIEND’S SUCCESS. 


Sergt. Fredericks Thinks that Dr. 
Nansen May Have Succeeded—So 
Do Meteorologist Baldwin and 


Prof. Hile—No Confirmatory 
News,

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—One of Dr. 
Nansen’s most intimate. friends, an as- 
sociate of his boyhood, and a confi- 
dant in all his plans for polar explora- 
tions, is thfe Antarctic explorer, C. E. 
Borchgrevink, who is at present lectur- 
ing in this country. Borchgrevink re- 
turned from Boston last night, and 
with Lieut. Peary, was a guest of -the 
members of the Brooklyn Geographical 

Society at the Hamilton Club. 
Talking to a reporter about the 
news from Dr. Nansen. Borchgrevink 

“I cannot believe it. No one will be 


the fact that the news comes from Si. 
beria makes me discredit it. All this 
is in direct opposition to Dr. Nansen's 
plans as he disclosed them to me. His 
intention if he reacned the pol, 
Was to cross it and come back by way 
of Greenland. This news indicates that 
he is returning by the same route that 
led him toward the pole. It 


preposterous, when one considers the 
possibilities tnat would be sacrificed, 
and the interminable courage of a man 
like Nansen. He would go on, on, on, 
and not turn back and send news home 
by way of Siberia. 

“While I was in Australia last April 
on my Antarctic exploration expedition 
the same news, practically, was spread 
all over the earth on the authority of 
the Paris Figaro. I telegraphed from 
Australia to Mrs. Nansen, and went 
to considerable expense before I found 
out that the story was a canard. I 
shall take everything published with 
several grains of salt, until Nansen 
himself is heard from. What he says 
I will believe. He is as accurate as 
Stanley in confining himself to facts. 
His tendency will be to leave a great 
many things unsaid rather than to ex- 
aggerate.”’ 
HIS DISPATCHES WILL PRECEDE. 
LONDON. Feb. 15.—A dispatch to the 
Times from St. Petersburg says that 
no confirmation has been received of 
the news that Dr. Nansen nas discov- 
ered the North Pole and is returning 
to civilization. If he is returning, his 
own dispatches are likely to arrive be- 
fore any answer is available to inquir- 
ies sent to such wild regions, devoid as 
they are of telegraph or other means 
of regular communication.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 14.—Frank 
Ji Miller, a butler in the house of J. L. 
Franklin, No. 2930 California street, 
shot and killed a burglar this morning 
and was himself shot and wounded by 
the burgiar. | 
Three burglars were engaged in an 
attempt to loot the house. John A. An- 
derson, the dead man, was left below 
to keep watch and the other two went 
upstairs. Miller, who sleeps in a small 
room in the basement, heard Anderson 
moving about the kitchen and went 
after him with a pistol. Anderson was 
also armed, and the men commenced 


- firing at each other, each one firing 


» hot,“ he said. 


four shots. The noise of the shooting 
caused the officer to rush to the house, 
where he found Miller unconscious and 
the burglar dead. Anderson was shot 
through the temple and his dead body 
was found lying on top of Miller. The 
latter was shot through the neck. The 
other two burglars escaped. 

A elear story of the affair was made 
by Philip J. Franklin to the reporter 
this morning. His room is on the sec- 
ond floor of the house in the rear, and 
immediately above the kitchen in 
which the shooting occurred. 

“Tt was about a quarter of 5 o’clock 
when I was awakened by the first 


and tried to turn on the electric light, 
but it would not work. I then went 
to the gas jet and, striking a match, 
tried to ignite the gas. Then I discov- 
ered that there was no gas. en I 
heard another shot and, while I was 
dressing, I heard three more fired in 
rapid succession. I went to my win- 
dow and blew a police whistle several 


times. Pretty soon I heard Officer 


Green in the yard and I told him about 
the shot. After a little I went to my 
‘father’s room and found him up. He 
had heard the shots also, as did all of 
our family. Tae 


When the policemen came we went 


into the basement, and, on the kitchen 
floor, we stumbled across. two bodies 
lying in a heap. The gas had been 
turned off, and we lighted a candle. 
Then we saw the deadly effect of the 
shots. The burglar, whose body 
kicked in my excitement, lay with his 
head on Miller’s breast and near him 
in some blood was a pistol. 
pistol! was in his hand. He was un- 
conscious and covered with blood. We 
immediately sent for a physician and 
made a bed for Miller on the floor of 
the basement near the stairway, for 
the physicians would not consent to 
moving him about much. About 7 
o’clock he revived and all he said was: 
‘There were three burglars,’ Then he 
became unconscious again and nothing 
further about the affair was obfained 
from him.” 
‘Miller was tossing in a fever when 
the reporter reached the house and he 
was not interrogated about the affair. 
The doctors state that the wound, 


— 


though painful, is not dangerous. The 


bullet from the burglar’s pistol struck 
him in the right side of the neck, nar- 
rowly escaping the jugular vein. It 
passed out in such a manner as to in- 
flict a wound resembling the tearing of 
the flesh. The thumb nail of Miller's 
left hand was nearly torn off in the 


struggle with the burglar and was 


inflicted by the hammer of Anderson's 
pistol, which Miller had grasped. 
One year ago robbery was attempted 
in the same house and the thieves, as 
in the present case, were discovered 
and driven off by Miller, but not until 
the latter had been kicked and beaten 
into insensibility. It is believed that 
this morning’s robbery was by the 
same persons, as they showed great 
familiarity with the premises, having 
cut the electric light wires before be- 
ginning operations, thus leaving the 
house in total. darkness when Miller 
first heard the ‘noise. : 
Anderson was afterward identified 
by the. police. He was a native of 
Sweden and a sailor, and had served a 
term in San Quentin for burglary. In 
his pockets were found newspaper clip- 
pings referring to the street-car rob- 
bery at Ingleside race track last De- 
cember and it is believed he was con- 
cerned in that affair. Miller remained 
practically unconscious all the morn- 
ing and it is not known yet whether he 
Will recover or not. 
Later in the day the butler, Frank 
Miller, came to himself sufficiently to 
give a more connected account of what 


happened. It does not altogether fit the 


theories already given and which were 
first held by the members of the family. 

‘J: got up to get the paper,” said 
Miller, and as I stepped into the hall 
three men met me. They pointed pistols 
at my head and told me to keep quiet. 
I did so for a time, and two of them 
then went up stairs, leaving one to 


guard me. After they had been gone 


awhile, I thought I saw a chance and 
grabbed for his pistol. He jumped 
back and began firing, and at the same 
time I tried to get my pistol, which 
was in my pocket. It caught on my 
clothing, though, and fell to the floor. 
I stopped and grabbed it, though, and 
‘fired. Then we grappled and fell to- 
gether.” 

At this point Miller again lost con- 
sciousness, 

LATER:—Mller’s wound is not so 
serious as at first thought. The burg- 
lar’s bullet struck him in the side of 
the neck and, passing through about 
two inches of the flesh, emerged on 
the other side. The carotid artery was 
narrowly missed. Miller is subject to 


epileptic fits, and the excitement of 
his flerce encounter with the robber } 


Is responsible for his condition. A com- 
plete story of his discovery and fight 
has not yet been obtained from him. 

The pglice at first thought that the 
dead burglar was John Anderson, a 
sailor with a hard record, but Ander- 
son Was safely reposing in the City 
Prison on another charge at the time 


of the shooting. The dead thief has not’ 


yet been identified, and the poilce have 
not obtained any trace of the iwo men 
who escaped from the upper part of 
the house. It was several ininutes after 
the battle in the dark that the police 
arrived and found the t1obber lying 
across the body of the brave butler. 
The burgiar was still breathing, but 
was unable to talk. He apparently. un- 
derstood what was said to him, but 
could only gasp and close his eyes be- 
fore he died. The bullet from Miller’s 
revolver had passed clear through his 


Miiler, who is but little over 20 
years of age, has at least established 
za reputation for bravery. A year ago, 
*when he had another encounter with 
burglars, and was badly beaten by 
them, the police rather scouted his 
story and intimated that he nad imag- 
ined the burglars and nad besten him- 
self. His action in this morning’s en- 
counter indicates that the suspicions 
ef the police were unfounded. |

John Kochler Wanted His Entire 
Family Disposed Of. ?

CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—John Kochler is 
in jail in this city charged with at- 
tempting to have an assassin kill his 
entire family. The alleged plot, it is 
claimed, was frustrated by three men. 
These are John Meade, a miner of

Despite these 
things the widow brought suit for $10,- 
000 damages for breach of promise be- 
fore Kochler married her. The suit 
was begun last summer. When at last 
the ceremony was performed the wife, 
it is said, had the whip-hand and en- 
forced as a condition of the union that, 
in ‘cage of the death of either, their 
combined property should revert to the 
survivor. 

The affections of the couple began to 
cool soon after marriage and it was 
not a month before quarrels were fre- 
quent. Three young children of the 
wife by her first husband were the 
cause of many of the difficulties. The 
many disputes finally led to a separa- 
tion and then the plot to murder the 
woman and the children followed and 
was happily discovered just in the 
nick of time.

TAKEN BY DYNAMITE 


Capture of the Town of Bayamo, 
Cuba. 


and Wounded, 


Gen. Werler Continaes His Exhaus. 
tive Investigation—Operations of 
the Bandits Secorroe and Sa- 
brado—Horrible Outrages. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) A letter written by W. W. Wil- 
son, at Bayamo, Cuba, and mailed at 
Kingston, Jamaica, reached the head- 
quarters of the Cuban Junta today. It 
was dated January 28, and said: 

“We are now occupying Bayamo, 
which we took from the enemy on Jan- 
uary 9. Finding that the enemy out- 
numbered us two to one, we withdrew 
after the first attack and made prep- 
arations for the use of dynamite in 
order’ to force our way in. There were 
320 killed in the explosion and nearly as 
many wounded. I have sent 300 men 
and a pack train under Lieut. Munson 
to accompany Sergt. Anderson to the 
south coast, whence the latter will 
leave in a small boat with two natives 
for Port Antonio, Jamaica. There he 
will meet a steamer from New York 
bringing 1000 rifles, 1,000,000 cartridges, 
500 machetes and two or more small 
field-pieces, together with a lot of re- 
volvers and dynamite. These have all 
been supplied by private subscriptions. 

“Immediately on receipt of this war 
material I will leave here for the west 
and codperate with Gomez and Maceo. 
I have received a large supply of arms 
from the enemy here, I Will leave with 
about 1200 or 2000 men, all armed. We 
have been received with open arms by 
all except the enemy, and we have 
forced ourselves on the latter in such a 
way that they could not resist us. 
Hoping that you may never hear of our 
defeat, and that all strife will soon 
end with victory for Cuba,” etc. 

Smith, who represents Rupio, attor- 
ney for the Junta, said in regard to the 
author of the letter: “Toward the end 
of November last a well-dressed, mili- 
tary-looking man, apparently 40 years 
of age, called at the junta rooms and 
asked to see Palma. He stated he was 
desirous: of going to Cuba to help the 
people there to gain their independence. 
Mr. Smith informed him, as he does all 
others, that the Cuban revolutionary 
party did not keep a recruiting agency, 
and declined Wilson’s services. 

“The man seemed very much disap- 
pointed and stated that he had come 
from the West, where he had had some 
military experience, to go to Cuba; 
that he was amply prepared to pay 


the junta more than.some information 
as to the best means of joining the in- 
surgent army. The address of several 
persons who had written to the junta 
expressing a wish to go to Cuba, and 
stating at the same time that they 
were financially able to do so, were 
given him. Later letters were received 
from Wilson saying: that he and the 
party had landed with arms, and that 
he had been in several engagements 
and had been wounded.” 
HORRIBLE OUUTRAGEsS. 
HAVANA, Feb. 14.—Capt.-Gen. Wey- 
ler continues his exhaustive investiga- 
tion into the conditions and resources 
of his forces in Cuba, and is making 
some experiments with the methods he 
intends to employ when he enters a 
campaign. A crate of carrier pigeons 
was sent from Havana with a detach- 
ment of troops to Rio Blanco, situated 
ninety miles from Havana, and they re- 
turned here in two hours, bringing news 
of the safe arrival of the troops at 
their destination, . 
Gen. Weyler is apparently convinced 
that the force of volunteers in Cuba 
is not as large nor as effective as it can 
be made, and he is devoting a great 
deal of time to improveing this part of 
the service. He seems to feel that the 
familiarity with the country which has 
been acquired by long residence, and 
the knowledge of the methods of the 
insurgents which goes with it will make 
the volunteers especially available 
against the peculiar methods of the 
enemy. He has indicated his purpose 
in various ways to put the volunteers 
into more efficient condition, and to rely 
upon them more for the active work of 
the war. He proposes to mobilize the 
native volunteers in a very short time 
and dispatch them to the field. Gen.

THE BRYAN MURDER. 


Identification of the Girl's Hat—The 
Hunt for the Head. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) - 

CINCINNATI (O.,) Feb. 14.~The au- 
thorities here have a letter from Green- 
castle, Ind., in which the parents of 
Pearl Bryan indentified the hat sent 
to them as that of Pearl. Some beads 
belonging to Pearl Bryan’s hat were 
found today near Fort Thomas, where 
the body was discovered two weeks 
ago. The detectives think this ts a fur- 
ther indication of a struggle and some 
violence. ‘When found the hat was 
some distance from the body, and was 
weighted down by a boulder tied in a 
handkerchief, which has been identified 
as belonging to Jackson. ° 

Up to tonight nothing was found by 
the large force of workmen engaged in 
sections along the canal, whicn was 
emptied last night. The officers feel 
that the head is no longer necded for 
evidence, but they continue the scarch 
for the head so as to satisfy the friends 
of the victim, who are anxious to give 
the girl's whole body a decent burial. 
Over $1000 reward is now standing for 
the head. The fact that Jackson and 
Walling, who have freely told where 
they put the girl’s clothing, still refuse 
to give information about the head, 
intensifies the feeling against them. 

The requisiaion was not issued by 
Gov. Bradley today, as the indi:tment 
was so hastily drawn that it charged 
Jackson with decapitating ner, while 
she was held by Walling. No proof of 
the kind has been found and Judge 
Holm instructed the jury today to bring 
in another indictment in accordance 
with the evidence produced at the 
coroner’s inquest. On this new indict- 
ment Gov. Bradley will tomorrow issue 
his requisition. Great care is being 
taken in the preparation of these 
papers, because it is well known that 
the attorneys of Jackson and Wolling 
will go before Gov. Bushnell to contest 
the requisition to the lasf. 

William Wood ,the third suspect be- 
ing held in jail here, made an elaborate 
statement today in which he said there 
was a third man involved in the mur- 
der, and that it would soon be devel- 
oped. It is thought he referred to the 
driver of the hack that took the three 
people from -Cincinnati across the 
bridge to Newport, but no particulars 
could be learned from him.

GOLD GALORE. 


A RUSH FROM THE NORTHWEST TO 
THE YUKON, 


Three Thousand Men Will Go Into 
that Section Alone—Great Ex- 
citement Over the Cooks’ Inlet 
Mines. ‘ 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

TACOMA (Wash.,) Feb. 14.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Hard times and the desire 
for gold are driving an army of men 
from the Northwest to Alaska this 
spring. The rush has already com- 
menced. Conservative miners esti- 
mate that 3000 men will go into the 
Yukon country alone. The steamer 
Willapa, sailing tonight, carries 607 
miners and a cargo made up principally 
of their baggage, goods, sledges, pack- 
horses and cows. John Kerry takes up 
seven horses to establish a pack-train 
service across Chiicat Pass. 

The greatest excitement regarding 
Alaska, however, is over the gold finds 
at Cooks’ Inlet, a thousand miles be- 
yond Sitka. Of the 225 miners who 
worked there last summer, 126 re- 
mained all winter to be on the ground 
early this spring. The great majority 
of those who came out will return. So 
great is the excitement over the Cooks’ 
Inlet mines that at least nine schoon- 
ers will leave the sound for there early 
this spring, all taking parties of min- 
ers. All miners are outfitting here. 

E. L. Jones, a returned miner, says 
the lowest amount of gold washed out 
by any of the men last summer was $8 
a day, and the highest. $20. Wages 
were $5 a day.. The best record made 
was that of four men with two rockers, 
who took out $1320 in five days. 

Jones says: “There is room there for 
3000 men to take up good claims, and 
probably a thousand will go in this 
spring. Sailing vessels will begin leav- 
ing the sound direct for Cooks’ Inlet 
this season, starting about the middle 
of March. They will take passengers 
for $50, including 800 pounds of provi- 
sions—enough to outfit them for six 
months—and will set them down at the 
inlet in from forty-five to sixty days.” 


THE MIND CURE. 


Its Effect on Leprosy Declared to 
Be Only Temporary. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

OTTAWA, (Ont.,) Feb. 14.—An effort 
is being made to induce the Dominion 
government to transfer the nine lepers 
now held in restraint in British Colum- 
bia to the new lazaretto, recently 
erected at a cost of $20,000, In this in- 
stitute there are nine male and six- 
teen female patients. Three died during 
the past year. 

For many years Dr. F. C. Smith has 
been in charge of this institution. Re- 
garding the result of his experience 
with leprous patients, he says: No 
real cure for leprosy has yet been dis- 
covered. My predecessor, Dr. Nicholson, 
and after him myself, have treated sev- 
eral of our lepers with colored water 
to see if the influence of the mind over 
the body would cause a change, and in 
every instance it did so. For a time all 
symptoms of the disease were in abey- 
ance and there was a decided improve- 
ment, but, of course, only for a time, 
and it seemed to me that the disease 
made up for lost time afterwards.”

Prices of Cut Flowers in New York. 


(Garden and Forest:) In one of 
the two articles on the New York 
Cut Flower Company which ap- 
peared in Garden and Forest during 
last November, it was stated that the 
retail price for cut flowers in this city 
seems unnecessarily high to Americans 
who have lived abroad, where they 
learn to consider choice flowers a ne- 
cessity rather than a luxury, and ex- 
amples were given showing the relative 
prices of roses and violets, which here 
are nearly twice as high as in South- 
ern Europe. By some persons this is 
attributed to the large profits of the 
commission houses, while others hold 
that the retail dealers receive the lion’s 
share of the great advance in price 
over that received by the grower. 

The retail florists of this city num- 
ber about two hundred, not including 
@ large class of street venders known 
representative 
dealers give many reasons, which seem 
convincing, for the prevailiing scale of 


} Prices. In the first place, it is neces- 


sary to keep 860 large a stock of many 
different kinds of flowers that the capi- 
tal required is considerable. Not a few 
firms, founded twenty or more years 
ago, have a history of moderate, steady 
Srowth from very smail beginnings, 
sometimes less than $100 having con- 
stituted the original capital. But the 
Same conditions which have affected 
the jewelry, dry goods, house-furnish- 
ing and other lines of trade have revo- 
lutionized the florist’s business, and 
now a very modest establishment needs 
at least $5000 to begin with, while 
double that amount is necessary to 
open a tasteful and attractive store in 
a good location, and a first-class busi- 
ness in a fashionable locality cannot 
be sucecssfully started without a much 
larger investment. Furnishings and dec- 
orations in a store are expensive neces- 
sities, which may easily take $2000 or 
more, besides the heavy outlay for 
horses and delivery wagons. A van, too, 
is a necessity, since these immense in- 
closed vehicles are heated and venti- 
lated to insure the safety of tender and 
valuable stock, such as large and deco- 
rative plants. Fancy baskets, silver 
bowls and artistic jardinieres of many 
forms and all colors and shades are 


and one such house in regular use 
200 pedestals needed in the grouping 
of plants in decorations. While 350 is 
a minimum daily investment for cut 
flowers, the largest stores handle 5000 
to 20,000 individual flowers, for which 
they pay from 2 cents to $1.50 apiece. 
Taking the year through, it is, per- 
haps, not too much to say that 25 per 
cent. of the stock bought is not sold, 
and is a total loss, and it is easily pos- 
sible on many days to have half the 
stock represented in flowers aggra- 
vatingly removed from freshness. 
Roses, bright-colored and deliciously 
fragrant, which would furnish delight- 
ful home decoration for several days, 
are stored in the ice-box at the close of 
a day only to be just too widely blown 
for the next day’s trade. At their best, 
roses and Bermuda lilies are the long- 
est keepers, and may be successfully 
carried three days, while heliotrope 
withers and blackens in a day, and 
the welcome fragrance of violets be- 
comes a death-like and offensive odor 
after from twelve to twenty-four hours, 
though their color is still clear and 
bright. The resentment against pay- 
ing what seems exorbitant prices is, 
perhaps, directed more generally 
against violets than any other particu- 
lar flower, their quiet unobtrusiveness 
making the price all the more startling. 
But these modest little flowers now 
cost the retail buyer $2 a hundred, and 
it is a good business day that sees his 
stock of them exhausted, and anything 
short of this means actual loss. For 
example, four small bunches left over 
represent $8 of lost capital. The criti- 
cal selection of the customer leaves a 
dozen to twenty roses and carnations 
out of every hundred to be sold in a 
lower grade for less money, and a few 
lilies out of every twenty-five are sure 
to be bruised and, of course, made 
worthless whenever they are handled. 
All this signifies that 100 per cent. ad- 
vance in price means a much smaller 
profit than these figures imply. In- 
deed, the perishable nature of flowers 
makes them more uncertain than al- 
most any article of commerce. Even 
the most delicate fruits and hothouse 
vegetables can be held over in cold 


| storage and their appearance be pre- 


served until they are to be eaten—that 
is, they do not need to be kept for a 
long time after they are sold, simply 
for appearance sake—while the dura- 
tion of the beauty of flowers is their 
essential value. 

One of the most important conditions 
for success is the judicious selection 
of stock as to variety and quantity. 
Twenty years ago, Safrano, Bon Silene 
and the old white Lamarque roses con- 
stituted almost the entire variety of 
this class of flowers, whereas now of 
pink varieties alone the dealer is 
obliged to have at least half a dozen 
Tea roses and nearly as many Hybrids. 
Although customers do not know the 
names of the different roses, yet they 
know the distinctions of shade and 
form between Mrs. Pierpont Morgan, 
Belle Siebrecht, Madame Cusin and 
Bridesmaid, and insist on being pre- 
cisely satisfied. If the desired variety 
is not on sale, telephone and tele- 
graph are at once brought into 
requisition, with the result that 
these special flowers cost the dealer 
more than he receives for them. Cases 
like this are aggravated by the short 
notice given to dealers. Formerly sev- 
eral days were allowed for the filling of 
a moderate-sized order, but now a 
florist must be equipped to complete 
the decorations for a sumptuous enter- 
tainment in a few hours, In the matter 
of color, modern taste has come to be 
very exacting, since great care is taken 
to select flowers of a tint which will be 
in effective harmony or contrast with 
the other decorations of a room or a 
table, or of a gown. Even in white the 
flowers must match the exact tone, 
whether ivory or cream or pearl, and 
samples of dress materials are often 
sent to the florists with orders. 
meet these demands the larger stores 
are compelled to have a superintendent, 


command large salaries. 

The cost of material given away 
nowadays would almost have paid the 
expenses of an ordinary flower store a 
quarter of a century ago. Boxes which 


required in a first-class establishment, |. 
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skilled bouquet-makers and buyers who 
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lavender-colored tinfoil, fine papers of 
various textures, corsage pins, and the 
greens which are used for filling, 
amount to a round sum in the course 
of a year. Twenty years ago a ball 
bouquet was made of Bon Silene roses 
and a Ground Pine, and the regulation. 
price of $5 left a fair profit for the 
dealer. Now a bunch of choice loose 
flowers costs $25, because no culls can 
be used, and only perfect long straight- 
stemmed flowers. Where geranium 
leaves were once acceptable for foliage, 
modern taste demands the use of ex- 
pensive fronds of adiantum and aspar- 
agus. Then it should be remembered 
that the season in this city begins with 
the the week of the Horse Show and 
ends with Easter, with many breaks 
caused by holiday visits to country 
places and to the South, so that what- 
ever money is made in the year must 
be made within a comparatively few 
weeks. This necessitates for a part of 
the year long hours and hard work for 
many employés, with no holidays. 

All this means high prices for the 
most fashionable flowers, and yet the 
business is making a steady and 
healthy growth. More flowers are solit 
every year, and more growing plants 
are used for decoration. As a general 
rule, too, the popular taste is becoming 
more refined, and not a few of the retail 
dealers are exerting a wholesome influ- 
ence in this direction. *

American people in bidding for the 
United States bond loan was largely 
inspired by the recent majority action 
of the Senate in obstructing all neces- 
sary legislation simply for the purpose 
of carrying through their repudiatory 
silver scheme. The majority of the 
people who subscribed for the bonds 
did it to sustain the government credit 
as against the attack of a  factious 
Senate. The result of the bond success 
will be to lay ott the silver Senators 
and eventually send them to their po- 
litical graves. The passage of the sil- 
ver bill through the Senate, just on the 
eve of the bond sale, was the most 
audacious and vicious legislative act 
ever put on record. It was simply 
monstrous. The effect of so brilliant 
a success of the loan will be magnetic, 


both at home and abroad, It insures} 


the credit of the government on the 
basis of the world's best money. It 
will give confidence to everybody in 
trade circles: It will be the signal for 
@ new vigorous departure with every- 
body connected with commercial enter- 
prise, and a return of confidence in 
every channel of business. It will 
change the competition in the stock 
market to the buying side in place of, 
as heretofore, the selling side. This 
will especially apply to European deal- 
ings in our securities. We are in for 
a steady bull movement of important 
dimensions and for a prolonged period. 
Washington legislators have now done 
their worst and will not be feared 
hereafter. It, therefore, will be of lit- 
tle consequence what measures may 
be passed by the Senate hurtful to 
business interests, as full confidence 
is felt in the loyalty and wisdom of the 
House to checkmate their doings, so 
that ‘buncombe and dress parade’ ac- 
tions of the Senate will pass for 
Maught in the future.”

He declares that no people, 
not excepting even the Germans, are 
doing more experimental miscroscopic 
and general scientific work than are 
ithe Japanese, and to the investigations 
of scientists of no country are greater 
rewards coming. Two notable triumphs 
of the past year have been the an- 
mouncement of the positively curative 
properties of cholera serum and the 
stamping out of rabies in the southern 
part of Japan, twenty patients having 
Deen treated for the latter disease 
without the loss of a single case. 
Col. Cockerill further alleges that 
bonsumption. erysipelas, and even can- 
‘cer, have been treated successfully by 
| ese physicians, and that While 
no claim is made by them that actual 
Waste tissue can be restored, it is a 
fact that consumption in its less ad- 
vanced stages has been, and is being. 
cured. The crowning victory, how- 
ever, has been to discover a cure for 
leprosy, in which the application of 
the established principle of innocula- 
‘tion has been found to be effectual. 
‘The importance. of such a discovery 
will not be so readily realized in this 
as. in some other countries, but it car- 
ries hope to hundreds of thousands of 
human beings. In some of the South 
American countries, Colombia, for in- 
stance, it has been estimated that 60 
per cent. of the total population is 
affiicted with leprosy, and the disease 
‘long has been recognized as incurable 
by the medical profession.“ 

It is not improbable that Col. Cock- 
erill has overestimated, to some extent, 
the results accomplished by Japanese 
investigators. Nevertheless, there is 
no nation on earth today in which the 
ambition for progress is greater, or the 
thirst for knowledge more intense, 
than in Japan. Whether the Japanese 
have accomplished all that Col. Cock- 
erill ascribes to them, it is none too 
optimistic to expect some notable 
triumphs for their intense investi-

When it came to the disttibution of 
medals, che merit of the county’s dis- 
play in competition with that of the 
State, showed very clearly in the fact 
that to Los Angeles county alone came 
thirty-seven out of seventy-five medals, 
together with a half interest in two 
more, both gold. which were granted 
equally to the Chamber of Commerce 
and State Board of Trade. In short, 
Los Angeles county took fifteen per 
cent. more medals than all the rest of 
the Sta:e put together. . 

In the month. of September it became 
evident that unless some vigorous ac-. 
tion was taken by the citizens gener- 
ally, the annual celebration known as 
La Fiesta would come to an end. A 
number of meetings were called- by the 
Chamber of Commerce, and a combina- 
tion was finally brought about by which 
a large committee was appointed with

Association, in whose hands was placed 
the management of La Fiesta for 1896. 
This committee in turn placed the act- 
ive management of the affair in the 
hands of a smaller committee, which 
makes its headquarters in the Chamber 
of Commerce, and uses the machinéry 
of that organization to aid in-carrying 
La Fiesta to the conclusion. 

The chamber has not lost sight of 
the fact that one of the most crying 
needs is good roads,” and with every 
opportunity has given its influence. to 
the agitation of that important matter.

It would relieve office-holders, from the 
continuous and persistent importunities 
of persons seeking positions in payment 
for fancied political services, and would 
give the officials greater peace of mind 


and more time to devote to their legiti- 


mate duties.

As chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Means during the past year, 
I beg to submit the following state- 
ment as of date February 1, 1896: 

The reserve fund has been increased 
in the sum of $335.10, and the cash on 
hand ‘increased in the sum of $543.63. 
Taking up the receipts for the fiscal 
year, February 1, 1895, to February 1, 
1896. I find the amount received for 
dues has increased over the previous 
year $2291.75. Amount received for ini- 
tiations has decreased 8965. Amount 
recelved for rentals has gor beg 
$1264.94, and the total amount of renta 
receipts comes within. $400 of paying 
the rent on our building. Our miscel- 


laneous: receipts have increased about 


Taking up the covering 
the same d we find that the 
amount paid for ‘our salaries and help 
has. increased $847.60, but we consider 
tis a good showing when taking into 


account the great amount of extra 


work’ which has been accomplished 
during the past year. ; 

miscellaneous expenses as shown 
on the books ugder'the heading ‘‘mis- 
cellaneous,” have increased $1869.71, but 
from this should rightfully be deducted 
to arrive at the true expenses, the fol- 
lowing items which constitute part of 
our exhibit: and material used in car- 
rying on the exhibit: Paid on account 
Palmer collection, $750; show-cases for 
the same, $460 : safe, $125; wagon, 890; 
nilscellaneous : furniture and fixtures, 
Nö: total. 

This —.— our miscellaneous expen- 
ditures increased: over last year in the 
sum of oniy $369.71, and this is ac- 
counted. ‘aan by sundry bills which we 
paid: covering the float and other items 
used in our last fiesta. . 

Wnen I ‘took ‘office as chairman of 
this ‘committee I suggested to the board 
the necessity of taking an annual ite- 
mized: inventory of all goods owned by 
the Chamber of Commerce, and the 
same kept on record. This has been 
carried out by our worthy secretary 
and superintendent. On these goods 
they have placed a conservative value, 
and find that the total is $13,375.55. Of 
this amount 33957.85 has been paid by 
the chamber, while the balance of 
$9417.70 in Value. has been received from 
different sources without cost to the 
py han rved fruit, nuts, wine 

goods. of ,this ‘description, are not 
included in the inventory, and if they 
were, the total value would be greatly 
increased. A rough summary of assets 
and liabilities shows the total assets of 
the chamber to be $19,357.98; total li- 
abilities,- 3500. This leaves a balance of 
$18.857.98 . net assets of the cnamber. 

From the showing as made in my 
report consider that the work of the 
chamber h been carefully and eco- 
nomicaily conducted under the super- 
vision of Secretary Wihard and Super- 


intendent Wiggins. I have inspected 


the secretary's mccount books and find 
the system simple, easy of reference 
and. satisfactory.

Notwithstanding the world-wide de- 
preciation in the products of the soil 
during the year 1895, the assessment 
of lands in Los Angeles city and 
county, especially for State and county 
purposes, has been increased beyond 
all precedent. The tax rate is also 
higher than for years past, bringing the 
amount of money raised in this county 
for municipal, State and county pur- 
poses, up to an enormous figure. 

The business world for several years» 
past, to avoid insolvency, was com- 
pelled to practice the strictest economy. 
Public affairs are, however, run upon 
broad-gauge principles of extravagance. 
In one item alone, namely, the ex- 
penses of the county poor farm and the 
amounts. paid ane the outlay of 
Los Angeles county for 1895 will equal 
the entire expenses of many counties 
of this State. From a perusal of fhe 
exhibits made by this branch of our. 
county government one would suppose 
that we had converted ourselves into | 
vast eleemosyna institution. These 
are all matters that directly affect the

MANUFACTURES. 

The Committee on Manufactures can 
report with satisfaction an improved 
condition in that field of industry. For 
2 long time we have dwelt upon the 
fact that the reason why Los Angeles 
was backward in the manufacturing 
lines was that we had no cheap fuel. 
For over a year now Los Angeles has 
enjoyed the blessing of the cheapest 
fuel, natural gas alone excepted, to be 
had anywhere in the country. Unfor- 
tunately the discovery of oll has come 
at the same time with the depression 
all over the country, which has pre- 
vented people from entering upon new 
enterprises and has stood in the way 
of the progress in manufacturing lines 
hag would otherwise have inevitably 

In the course of the year the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has done all in its 
power to call attention to the fact that 
we have cheap fuel waiting for possi- 
ble manufacturers. In a large pam- 


phiet dealing with the progress of the 


last two years in Los Angeles, consider- 
able space is devoted to the topic, and 
10,000 copies of this have been distrib- 
uted. A smaller pamphlet has been 
prepared upon the topic of petroleum 
fuel and manufacturing possibilities, 
and several thousand copies of this 
have been sent where it would do the 
most good. The city newspapers and 
other publications have also done a 
good deal of missionary work in this 
line, and the results must inevitably 
soon show themselves. New enter- 
prises of this sort are not to be secured 
in a moment, but with cheap fuel, a 
variety of raw products to be worked 
up and a considerable territory and 
population for a market, development 
in this line is sure to follow. 

The establishment of an association 
of manufacturers to work in this line is 
a good indication for the future. Their 
—— deserve commendation and sup- 
po 

Your committee hopes at the end of 
another year to point to a number of 
new and important enterprises in the 
manufacturing line, brought here 
through the agency of cheap fuel.

Mary J. Platt, the schoolteacher on the 
Pachango reservation, he ptrposely 
omitted to divulge that Me had brought 
Venturo Molido with bim to Los An- 
geles, in the hope of obtaining a full 
confession of the crime, properly sworn | 
to before a, notary. ~~ 

Yesterday this object was attained. 
Molido was taken from the jail to the 
house of Deputy Sheriff Martin Aguirre, 
who is still confined to his room with 
a broken leg, and there, in the pres- 
ence of the two Officers, and of John 
B. Campbell, notary and stenographer, 
Molido gave the full, particulars of 
the fiendish crime. 

On the last: day of Mrs. Piatt’s life, 
late in the afternoon, Mateo, Pa and 
Francisco Guavish went to the school- 
house and asked. Mrs. Platt for money 
o spend at the festa at Mesa Grande. 

he refused to give it to the say- 
ing that she had none. Mateo got 
into his wagon and drove away, not 
to return until the schoolhouse was in 
ashes. Molindo’s full confession com- 
pletely exonerates the chief from com- 
plicity in the crime, although he says 
that Mateo Pa knew all about it after- 
ward, and kept still, even through. his 
own trial for the murder. 

Guavish remained near the 1 
house; going to the house of Rod 2 — 
where Molido was staying. Jere 
these three fine specimens of the edu- 
cated, civilized, young Indian, planned 
the details of the atrocious.crime to 
be committed. Guavish was the lead-

aid.

Mrs. Platt’s body was laid upon it, and 
covered with a heap of old clothes, the 
whole being saturated with coal-oil, of 
which a five-gallon can stood in the 
kitchen.

REDUCING WATER RATES. 


Councilmen Propose to Bring About 
n Needed Reform. 

The gauntlet has been thrown down 

by the Water Supply Committee, rep- 


| resenting the City Council, and the City 


Water Company will be given the op- 
portunity of proving what has long 
been a disputed point—whether or not 
the Council has the right or the power 
to regulate the rates charged consum- 
ers by the City Water Company. 

Late last evening, while the electric 


lights flickered overhead, and every- 


thing else was quiet in the City Hall, 
the Water’ Supply Committee of the 
Council took its little hatchet and went 
through the schedule of rates now 
charged by the water company, mak- 
ing a horizontal reduction all along the 
line of 331-3 per cent. ; 

The action was entirely unexpected, 
even by those who have kept cognizant 
of the situation, and the result of the 
committee’s meeting will be in the na- 
ture of a surprise party to all. The 
schedule as acted upon by the commit- 
tee makes the rates to be charged next 
year as follows:. ‘

Two Exhaustive Dissenting Opinions 
Beside the Judgment. 

The expected decision - in the “Kid” 
Thompson case was sent down yester- 
day from the Supreme Court, and so 
involved is the question at issue that 
there were three separate opinions em- 
braced in the decision, the first, by 
Justices Garoutte, Mac Farland. Van 
Fleet and Harrison, containing the af- 
firmation of the judgment given by the 
lower court, and the others dissenting 
from the position taken by the majority 
of the court, and giving the reasons for 
so doing. One of these dissenting opin- 
ions is written by Justice Temple. and 
the other, in which Chief Justice 
Beatty concurs, is by Justice Henshaw. 
The judgment is based upon what is 
known as the Train-Wrecking Act, 
which provides that: Every person 
who shall unlawfully throw out a 
switch, remove a rail, or place any ob- 
struction on any railroad in the State 
of California, with the intention of de- 
railing any passenger, freight or other 
train; or who shali unlawfully board 
& passenger train, with the intention of 
robbing the same; or who shall un- 
lawfully place any dynamite or other 
explosive material, or any other ob- 
struction, on the track of any railroad 
in the State of California, with the 
intention of blowing up or derailing 
any passenger, freight or other train:

It is insisted that the information 
charges two offenses, and that such du- 
plicity compels a reversal of the judg- 
ment. The court acknewledges that 
the questicn presented for solution is 
not an easy one. and gives a detailed 
analysis of the Train-Wrecking Act in 
order to explain its position. It is as- 
serted that the act is crude and i- 
drawn, being indefinite and ambiguous 
in its wording: and the court suggests 
that it furnishes ample material for 
substantial reconstruction by the pres- 
ent Code Commission. In this instance, 
the clause. “Unlawfullvy board a pas- 
senger train with the intention of rob- 
hing the same,” is cited as being fit 
only to give work to the lawyers and 
worry to the courts. The meaning of 
the phrase: “Unlawfully board any 
passenger train,“ is indefinite and un- 


the track with intent to blow up a 
train, and the setting fire to a bridge 
over which a train must pass. The 
whole purpose of the act is directed 


against train-wrecking, and the crime 
of robbery is only incidentally in- 
volved. The clause imports violence 
upon the train, and is designed to pre- 
vent train-wrecking and consequent | 
injuries and death to the passengers. 

In the present case, the defendant. 
is charged with but two of the offenses 
covered by the act, and the four Jus- 
tices hold that the information is not 
susceptible to the charge of duplicity, 
for the reason that the statute often 
makes punishable the doing of many 
things in one transaction, where the 
guilty party violates the statute but 
once, and incurs only the one penalty. 
This principle of law is universally’ 
recognized as sound, and here the only 
difficulty lies in the application of it. 
to the present case. If all the acts 
were directed toward the actual wreck- 
ing of the train, they could properly be 
charged in the one information, but; 
the clause which alleges that the train 
was boarded with intent to rob, pre- 
sents the difficulty in joining the spe- 
cific acts in the one crime of train- 
wrecking. 

A series of prohibited acts may be 
jointed together and charged as one 
offense, and the law should allow one 
information to cover the charge. and 
thus limit the criminal’s chance of es- 
cape. When no specific intent is men- 
tioned, or only one, the acts may be 
joined in the information. In this case 
the information was so clumsily drawn 
that it was not directy and specifically 
shown that it was the same passenger 
train toward which the two unlawful 
acts charged against the defendant 
were directed. This fact. however, is 
to be inferred from the pleading. and

Louis Brosseau says 
that he can get $40 an acre each year 
for the alfalfa land that he leases, and 
he has sold from $75 to $85 worth 
of alfalfa hay from his own and 
unleased land in each of the last two 
summers, besides having reserved 
enough hay for his own ranch use. An 
alfalfa grower has an easy time in 
comparison with fruit growers and 
general ranchmen, and always has a 
lively market at home for ali his
